Garbage collection continues to 
rear its ugly head, Monday night 
Ken Hartselle, Regional Vice Presi- 
dent of ISS, was present and ad- 
dressed the council, He recapped for 
the council the history of Elba’s con- 
tracting out garbage collection. 


“Tf this contract goes out 
for bids, you won't get it 
for what you are paying 
now” Hartselle told the 
council, 


The City of Elba purchased two 
new trucks and two rebuilt garbage 
bodies last fall with intentions of get- 
ling the city back into the pickup of 
garbage, 

Hartscll also told the council of 
his firms extra efforts and expense 
during the clean-up following the 
1990 flood. 

He noted he has asked the city for 
a new contract beginning March Ist 
and at no increase in charges. 

Hartsell addressed the possibility 


ihe city might reopen the bidding on 
the garbage contract and said, “/f 
this contract goes out for bids, you 
won't get it for what you are paying 
now.” 

Later in the meeting, Council 
member Ronnie Jinright addressed 
the cost estimates Haywood had giv- 
en the council on the city picking up 
the garbage, 

Jinright felt one truck could pick 
up the municipal garbage, This 
would cut manpower and operating 
expenses. He said the city could save 
at least $60,000 a year from the 
present cost. 

Accountant Bill Carr presented 
the council with the annual audit re- 
port and a list of recommended man- 
agement improvements. 

According to Carr, Elba has as- 
sets totaling $11,003.085 and liabili- 
ties of $3,100,886. The official net 
worth of the city is $7,902,199, 

The city spent over three million 
dollars during the past year, This in- 
cluded a considerable amount of 
flood repair funds. 

During the same period the Wa- 
ter and Electric Board took in 
$3,779,295 from the sale of water, 
electricity and sewer services.

The youngsters were later identi- 
fied as being Quentin Anderson Bur- 
ney, age 2, and Kerwin Doncell Hor- 
stead, age 5. Both Children appeared 
to have died of multiple gunshot 
wounds. 

A short time later, at approxi- 
mately 9:40 a.m., after the bodies 
were discovered, Willie Fred Bur- 
ney, age 50, of Route 1, Jack, AL 
was taken into custody. 

He was arrested approximately 
100 yards behind his residence locat- 


ed in the Victoria Community in a 
wooded area, Burney was the father 
and step-father of the victims. 

Police were able to apprehend the 
suspect in a short period of time due 
to an individual who recognized 
Burney as he was leaving the Elba 
area after the shooting. At the time 
the person observed Burney, he was 
not aware of the shooting. After 
learning of the incident, he alerted 


police officers as to what he had_ 


seen. 
The individual who saw Burney 
knew him and knew where he lived. 


-* He informed law enforcement offi- 


~~ cials that Burney was traveling north 


at a high rate of speed on AL High- 
way 125 in the direction of his resi- 
dence. 

Elba police officers and Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputies converged 
on the Burney residence finding the 
car in which he had been seen on fire 
in front of the residence. 

The officers conducted a search 
of the residence and outdoor build- 
ings. They later found Burney hiding 


> in the wooded area rear of the resi- 


dence, He was taken into custody 
without incident. 

According to Elba Police Chief 
Jack Parker, Burney will be formally 
charged with two offenses of capital

Carr cited a 
case of a $6,000 purchase being split 
into two $3,000 purchases, apparent- 
ly to keep the amount under the bid 
law. 

Carr noted the library bank ac- 
count had not been reconciled regu- 
larly. 

A police department bank ac- 
count was maintained in the depart- 
ment and not at city hall. Very little 
money goes through the account, ac- 
cording to Carr, but it is illegal.

Police department receiving and 
cashing checks then dividing be- 
tween officers doing outside patrol 
or traffic control work (such as at 
football games) is illegal. This could 
cause problems with the IRS, Carr 
said. 

The accountant was critical of the 
$19,000 payment to former superin- 
tendent Fred Moore. He noted the in- 
cident had been widely reported, but 
from a business standpoint salaries 
should be paid yearly. 


Bank funds must be insured ac- 
cording to the law, Carr noted. He 
cited one incident when Elba’s bank 
deposits exceeded the insurance as- 
signed to guarantee the taxpayers 
funds, 

Monthly bills totaling $12,080.32 
were approved for payment.

Commission hears courthouse proposal

The Coffee County Commission 
met in special session Monday 
moming to discuss the proposed 
construction of a new courthouse in 
Enterprise. 

Bill Wallace, an architect with the 
Montgomery architectural firm of 
Goodman, Mills & Cawood, was 
present at Monday’s meeting. 

He was there at the commission’s 
three-member courthouse study 
committee (Commissioners Sid Ave- 
rett, Bernest Brooks and Jack Han- 
son) request to present a preliminary 
+ mal of what is presently nced- 
ed. 

Wallace went over, with the com- 
missioners, a rough draft copy of 
preliminary plans for a new Enter- 
prise Courthouse, The plans call for 
the construction of a “just over 
35,000 square feet” facility. 

He stressed to the commission 
that the plan presented did not allow 
for what could possibly be needed 
10-15 years from now, but there was 
allowance for some future expan- 
sion, It was his suggestion that the 
design of the facility be such that it 
could be easily expanded as future 
heeds dictated. 

When asked if his firm had been 


Schaefer sentenced to 25 years in prison

Elba man found guilty of sexual 
abuse and sodomy was sentenced to 
25 years in the slate penitentiary on 
Wednesday, February 10, 1993. 

Raymond Lewis Schaefer, 45, of 
Route 3, Elba, was found guilty by a 
Coffee County jury after a three-day 
trial that concluded on Thursday, 
January 14, 1993. 

He had been arrested in Decem- 


ber of 1991 on charges of first- 
degree sexual abuse and first-degree 
sodomy in connection with an inci- 
dent involving a young boy under 
the age of 12 years. 

In November of 1991, the com- 
plaint was filed after the boy’s moth- 
er was told by a neighbor that her 
son had performed oral sex on the 
neighbor's son while visiting in their 
home. 

When the young boy was ques- 
tioned concerning his actions, he 
told his mother that Schaefer had

done the same thing to him. He also 
told his mother that Schaefer had at- 
tempted to sodomize him. 

Circuit Judge Gary L. McAliley 
sentenced Schaefer to serve 25 years 
on the sodomy conviction and 5 
years on the charge of sexual abuse. 
The sentences are to run concurrent, 

He further ordered Schaefer to 
pay restitution of $4,494 in counsel- 
ing fees for the incidents which in- 
volved the 12 year old boy. 

Before the judge pronounced sen- 
tence, he heard testimony on Schacf- 
er’s behalf from several character 
witnesses, They testified that they 
found it hard to believe that he, 
Schaefer, had committed the crime 
of which he had been found guilty.

They stated that he had always con- 
ducted himself in a manner that lead 
them to believe he could never com- 
mita crime of that nature. 

Schaefer was taken into custody 
by sheriff's deputics immediately 
following the sentencing hearing and 
taken to the Coffee County jail in 
New Brockton, 

He will remain there until transfer 
to a state penal institution can be ar- 
ranged, Since the sentence was more 
than 20 years in length, he is not cli- 
gible for an appeal bond. 

Schaefer's attorneys stated that 
they will file a motion for a new 
trial, Judge McAliley will hear that 
motion on March 17 at the Elba 
Courthouse.

involved in the design and construc- 
tion of any courthouses, Wallace re- 
plied in the affirmative. 

The design of courthouses in Bul- 
lock, Talladega and Coosa counties 
were handled by the Montgomery ar- 
chitectural firm. 

Asked about the construction 
costs of those facilities, Wallace’s 
reply was that they fell in the range 
of $80 to $90 per square foot. 

Commission members _ stressed 
the necessity of conferring with all 
department heads and the judiciary 
as to their space requirements before 
any final plans are drafted, All 
agreed that enough space but no 
wasted space was needed, Wallace 
concurred, 


The subject of a location for the 
new facility was also discussed, It 
was the suggestion of the architect 
and the 3-man committee that the 
new courthouse be constructed on 
the same site as the present structure 
- at the end of College Street, 


The committee and the architect 
agreed that additional land would be 
needed for the structure and ade- 
quate parking. Commissioner Ave- 
rett told commissioners he felt ad- 
joining land ‘can be purchased for a 
price,” 

No dollar amount of the cost of 
the necessary land was given but it 
was estimated that it would be well 
in excess of $250,000. 

The commissioners did not really 
get into how the new Enterprise 
courthouse will be funded in Mon- 
day’s meeting. However, Brooks 
told commissioners he had been told, 
in a recent meeting with U, S. Sena- 
tor Richard Shelby, that a possibility 
existed that federal “public works” 
funds might be available in the fu- 
ture for such a project. 

Commissioner Brooks told com- 
missioners the first priority of the 
committee was to come up with a 
plan of what was needed. Then, the 
next step will be to come up with a 
“funding package” to be presented 
to local legislators for their assis- 
tance in obtaining the necessary 
funds,

Stronger DUI legislation to be 
introduced in 1993 regular session 


Legislation to strengthen Ala- 
bama’s DUI statues will be intro- 
duced during the 1993 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislation, according to 
Col. Ned W. McHenry, Public Safe- 
ty director. 

Provisions of the legislation were 
discussed by the bill’s sponsor, Sen. 
Walter Owens of Centreville, and 
McHenry during a recent news con- 
ference in Montgomery. 

“The laws pertaining to DUI 
should be strong. The legislation will 
strengthen the existing law and will 
deter drunken driving on Alabama 
roadways,” said Owens. Primary re- 
ports indicate approximately 35 per- 
cent of 987 traffic deaths in Alabama 
last year were alcohol related. 

The legislation would lower the 
legal blood alcohol concentration 
(BAC) from .10 to .08 percent and 
allow for the administrative suspen- 
sion of driver licenses, 


Under the proposed legislation, a 
law enforcement officer is author- 
ized to remove the permit or driver 
license from any person who refuses 
to be tested for intoxication, or any 
person who tests .08 BAC or above. 

The law provides for a temporary 
driving permit to be issued, and 
those who wish to appeal the license 
Suspension may do so through the 
administrative process. 

McHenry advocates the legisla- 
tion's passage as an effective means 
of reducing driving under the influ- 
ence, 

“This law would deter drunken 
driving by ensuring the swift, sure 
loss of the driving privilege for im- 
paired drivers,” said McHenry. He 


ROBBINS & ASSOCIATES 
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said studies indicate that all persons 
atc impaired to some degree at .08 
BAC 

McHenry said that the legislation, 
if passed, also would help the state 
qualify for federal grants which pro- 
vide funds for troopers to work DUI 
enforcement overtime. 

Thirty-two states currently have 
administrative license suspension/ 
revocation laws and five states have 
.08 BAC laws.

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Home Composting: Landfill Relief 


Coffee Countians produce about 
23 thousand tons of solid waste an- 
nually. Each person contributes 
about 3.6 pounds of garbage per day 
or 1310 pounds per year. Almost 
20% of this refuse is composting of 
lawn and garden wastes such as 
grass clippings, shrubbery  trim- 
mings, leaves, tree prunings, home 
garden refuse, and kitchen wastes. 

The amount of solid waste pro- 
duction is presenting disposal prob- 
lems in sanitary landfills, Other land- 
fills have been forced to close as a 
result of being full or environmental- 
ly unsound. 

The disposal problem could be 
greatly reduced through composting. 
Composting describes the microbial 
breakdown of organic wastes under 
controlled conditions, Home com- 
posting can save transportation and 
disposal costs and provide an envi- 


The key to effective composting 
is properly regulating the conditions 
under which decomposition takes 
place. Much like the successful gar- 
dener controls the factors that pro- 
mote plant growth and development, 
the successful composter controls 
the conditions which encourage mi- 
croorganisms to efficiently decom- 
pose plants and other organic wastes. 

For efficient composting, the mi- 
croorganisms which do the work 
need to have the right balance of air, 
water, carbon, nitrogen and tempera- 
ture. 

Composting is an aerobic process, 
which means it occurs in the pres- 
ence of oxygen. Oxygen is usually 
provided by periodically turning the 
compost. When a pile gets too little 
oxygen, offensive odors can result. 

Microorganisms need water to 
survive and function. Ideally, the 
moisture content should be about 
60%. The compost should be moist 
when squeezed, but not dripping 
wet. When it is too wet the decom- 
positions process will slow down, 

The ratio of carbon (C) to nitro- 
gen (N) is important. If there is too 
little N, the microbial population 
will not grow to the needed size, and 
decomposition will slow down. On 
the other hand, too much N com- 
pared to C encourages too rapid mi- 
crobial growth, It can result in de- 
pleted oxygen if the pile is not 
turned more often. The ideal C:N ra- 
tion is about 30:1. 

Very woody material like wood 
chips or sawdust have a high C:N ra- 
tion. Some N should be added to get 
a better C:N ration, otherwise de- 
composition will go slowly. Adding 
some N fertilizer, manure, or a mate- 
rial with a low C:N ration, such as 
grass clippings., will promote more 
efficient composting. 

As the microorganisms are break- 
ing down waste they generate heat. 
When temperatures rise about 150 
degrees F, the organisms start to dic. 
Turning the pile when temperatures 
reach this point will help prevent 
drastic population changes. 

Any number of structures may be 
used to contain and manage com- 
post. A fancy "turning unit", a sim- 
ple pen made of hardware cloth, or 
just a pile, can be used for making 
compost, but efficient composting 
depends on good management of the 
composting process. 

The compost process can be start-

ed by combining roughly equal parts 
of "brown" materials, like leaves or 
shredded limbs, with grass clippings, 
vegetable garden wastes or other 
fresh "green" waste materials. Some 
manure or a cup of 13-13-13 fertiliz- 
er, should be added if a large amount 
of woody material is placed in the 
pile. Some native soil or finished 
compost may be needed to supply 
the composting microorganisms, 
Just turn the compost periodically 
(ideally when the temperature inside 
the pile reaches 150 degrees) to en- 
courage uniform aeration and contin- 
ued microbial activity. Add water to 
prevent drying out of the pile, Com- 


post can be ready to use in a month 
or it may take as long as a year, de- 
pending on what is put into the pile 
and how the compost is managed, 
Finished compost should look 
like a uniform potting soil with no 
visible evidence remaining of what 
materials were originally added to 
ihe pile, It looks like a humus soil 
and can be used to improve garden 
soil and as a mulch around plants. 
Composting is an inexpensive 
and environmentally sensitive way 
to recycle landscape and garden 
wastes, improve your soil, cut down 
on disposal costs and save considera- 
ble space in our bulging landfills.

Vitamins Won't Cure Stress 

If you think you can lower your 
stress level by taking vitamins, think 
again. 

It's unlikely that any supplement 
you take to help you function any 
better in stressful situations will do 
you any good, 

The few clinical studies which 
have explored the link between vita- 
mins and stress haven't turned up 
any evidence that taking vitamins 
can lower stress levels. 

Some advertising has emphasized 
the importance of taking vitamin C 
and the full range of B vitamins to 
lower stress, All these vitamins are 
actively involved in the formation of 
neurotransmitters, the chemical mes- 
sengers that help carry messages 
from the brain or help our bodies use 
protein, fat and carbohydrates--the 
fundamental processes that keep our 
bodies going. Some advertisers 
claim that as our stress levels go up, 
the need for these types of vitamins 
also rises. 

In fact, no such need has been 
demonstrated. Moreover, the aver- 
age American gets — sufficient 
amounts of these nutrients in his or 
her daily diet. In addition, clinical 
deficiencies of the vitamins in ques- 
tion are rare, 

If these vitamin supplements 
don't help alleviate stress, is it harm- 
ful to keep taking them? Usually not, 
since they often contain levels of vi- 
tamins at or only slightly above the 
Recommended Daily Allowance, 
and any excesses of water-soluble 
vitamins are excreted through urina- 
tion. 

However, it's a different story if 
the vitamins contain megadosages-- 
levels much higher than recommend- 
ed, Prolonged use of megadosages 
can have very harmful effects. 


Dressing Preschoolers 

Why is it such a big deal to get a 
preschooler dressed? One reason 
may be that kids at this age are more 
interested in exploring than in stand- 
ing still, Children may want to dress

Here are some tips to encourage 
your preschoolers’ skills as well as

Choose closures that children can 
manipulate themselves, Buttons are 
easiest for little fingers to handle; 
avoid snaps, which may require 
grownup strength, 

Shirts with roomy necklines are 
easy for a child to pull over his or 
her head without getting stuck.

Parker told the council his depart- 
ment needed to replace three patrol 
units, 


Haywood explained there was # 


$14,000 in the budget for police cars 
and that wasn’t quite enough for one 
fully equipped vehicle. He suggested 
the council consider leasing two cars 
and paying for them in three years. 
The lease Haywood was recom- 
mending would allow the city to pur- 
chase the cars for $1 each after three 
years 

Sharpless asked how much the 
Iease would increase the cost over 
outright purchasing the cars, Parker 
said he would have that information 
by the next meeting and the matter 
was tabled until that time. 


Council members were given 
copies of a sample hunting ordi- 
nance for review. The mayor asked

Commission hears from citizen & school board

Meeting in a rather lengthy ses- 
sion Monday moming, more than 
three hours, the Coffee Commission 
discussed a lot but made few deci- 
sions, 

Before hearing a report given by 
Mark Pugh on waste disposal alter- 
natives open to the county, commis- 
sioners took care of general business 
and other matters on the mecting 
agenda, 

Mark Pugh is with the engincer- 
ing firm of Carter, Darnell and 
Grubbs of Andalusia, AL which pre- 
pared the permit application for a 
Subtitle D regional landfill. 

Coffee County recently became 
the first county in the state to receive 
a permit from the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Environmental Management 
(ADEM) to construct a Subtitle D re- 
gional landfill, 

An article covering Pugh’s report 
to the commission may be found 
elsewhere in this newspaper. 

Mix Andrews, a resident of Dis- 
trict 5 in Coffee County, addressed 
the commission on three issues that 
he felt were important to the resi- 
dents of the county, They were: the 
courthouse, commodities, and the 
landfill, 

On the mater of a new court- 
house, Andrews felt that, in his opin- 
ion, one courthouse large enough to 
take care of Coffee County should 
be built in a central location, 

He stated that the dual courthouse 
system should be a thing of the past. 
He added, “If trial lawyers are going 
to pay for the construction, build two 
courthouses. If the citizens pay, 
build one,” 

Conceming the subject of com- 
modities for qualifying county resi- 
dents, Andrews felt commissioners 
should take a more active role in see- 


ing that citizens get all that they are 


-entitle to receive, 


Andrews said it was his under- 
standing that county residents were 
missing oul on some commodities 
because of the lack of adequate stor- 
age space. Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks was appointed to look into 
the matter and coordinate further ac- 
tion by the commission, 

In addressing the landfill issue, 
Andrews stated that “nobody wants 
a landfill in their community.” He 
added that a landfill properly con- 
structed, per ADEM specs, would be 
better than the dumping of garbage 
in gullies which is presently being 
done in many places throughout the 
county. 

He encouraged the commission- 
ers, “Don’t relinquish your power! 
The ball is in your park.” 

In closing, Andrews touched on 
the dual school systems within the 
county. He suggested that both were 
not needed and that better funding 
would be available with one system, 

County Engineer Mark Pool in- 
formed commissioners that new 
county maps with the new highway 
numbering system were now availa- 
ble, The new maps are being made 
available to all county emergency re- 
sponse personnel and county law en- 
forcement agencies, 

He added that the numbering of 
all dirt roads is now complete and 
work has begun on the numbering of 
all the paved roads. 

Coffee County School Superin- 
tendent Clayton Bryant, who was not 
on the meeting agenda, asked to be 
allowed to present a request by the 
county school to the commission, 

Bryant stated that his office had 
requested that he be placed on the 
agenda but evidently pen had been 
some miscommunication, 

The request from the county 
school board was that a special re- 


newal election be held for the five 
mil property tax presently being col- 
lected for use by the county school. 
The date being sought by the board 
to hold the election is April 13. 

The tax brings in approximately 
$225,000 annually and is only col- 
lected on property outside the corpo- 
rate city limits of Elba and Enter- 
prise. 

Commissioner Brooks made a 
motion to approve Bryant's request 
with Commissioner Sid Averett scc- 
onding the motion, 

During the discussion of the mo- 
tion, Averett asked that the school 
board allow the commission to set 
the election date. 

Averett’s reason for his request 
was that it is hoped a special referen- 
dum concerning the increasing of 
property taxes, for the purpose of 
constructing a new Enterprise Court- 
house and an annex for the Elba 
Courthouse, could be voted on at the 
same time, 

In order for the referendum con- 
cerning the courthouses to be held, 
the State Legislature has to take ac- 
tion allowing it to be done, Current- 
ly, the commission is secking Repre- 
sentative Jimmy Holley’s help in 
getting this done but no commit- 
ments have been made at this time. 

Bryant stated to the commission 
that it was the school board's desire 
to go ahead with the April 13th date. 
It was their reasoning that if the 
measure failed, the board would still 
have time to make another attempt at 
getting the measure passed or revert 
ing to other means of raising the 
funds for the school system, 

Averett withdrew his second to 
the motion after Bryant's statement. 

Commissioner Lawrence Creel 
immediately seconded the motion 
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Elba gets more and more into recy- 
cling, 
Haywood explained there was 
more to making that decision than 
setting down with a set of numbers. 
Jinright reminded Haywood that 
he had repeatedly said, “If you can 
show me it is cheaper with ISS, I 


Will support you.” 

July 31st is the contract termina: 
tion date, Haywood wants something 
done before that date, He recom- 
mends renewing the contract with 
ISS for an additional three years at 
no increase in charges. ISS currently 
charges the city $9.68 a month for 


residential pick-up. 

The mayor told council members 
a ruling from the attorney general's 
office indicated they could legally 
extend this contract if there was no 
increase in price nor extension of the 
lime past the three year contract 
presently being used,

Coffee County’s 15 options on garbage

The Coffee County Commission 
listened in Monday’s mecting as 
Mark Pugh presented 15 options on 
handling the disposal of county’s 
solid waste. 

Pugh is the project enginner with 
the firm of Carter, Damell, and 
Grubbs Enginnering Inc. of Andalu- 
sia, AL. The firm was contracted by 
the county to assist them in obtain- 
ing a permit to construct a Subtitle D 
regional landfill. 

On Tuesday, February 9, Coffee 
County was sucessful in obtaining 
the state’s first permit to construct a 
Subtitle D lanfill. 

Pugh presented the commission- 
ers with a 47-page report which out- 
lined, in detail, each of their options. 

The following is a brief descrip- 
tion of those options: 

#1 - Construct a Coffee County 
Sanitary Landfill for Coffee County 
only-owned and operated by the 
county, 

#2 - Construct a Coffee County 
Sanitary Landfill for Coffee County 
only-owned by the county and oper- 
ated by a private firm, 

#3 - Construct a Coffee County 
Sanitary Landfill for Coffee County 
and one other county-owned and op- 
erated by the county, 

#4 - Construct a Coffee County 
Sanitary Landfill for Coffee County 
and one other county-owned and op- 
erated by a private firm, 

#5 ~ Construct a Coffee County 
Sanitary Landfill for multiple 
counties-owned and operated by the 
county, 

#6 - Construct a Coffee County 
Sanitary Landfill for multiple 
countics-owned and operated by a 
private firm, 

#7 - Construct a Coffee County 
Sanitary Landfill for — vairable 
counties-owned and operated by the 
county, 

#8 - Sell the Coffee County Sani- 
tary Landfill to a Coffee County Au- 
thority, 

#9 - Scll the Coffee County Sani- 
tary Landfill to a Regional Authori- 
ly. 


#10 - Sell the Coffee County San- 
itary Landfill to a private company. 

#11 - Utilize some other disposal 
facility such as the Brundidge Waste 
Disposal Center - construct transfer 
station and haul (not yet permitted), 

#12 - Contract with a private con- 
tractor to collect, haul and dispose of 
the county’s solid waste, 

#13 - Utilize the Dothan Sanitary 
Landfill. 

#14 - Utilize the Southeast Ala- 
bama Waste Disposal Authority (not 
yet permitted), 

#15 - Utilize the Escambia Sani- 
tary Landfill (not yet permitted). 

The cost per family to dispose of 
garbage ranged from just over $12 to 
just over $2 depending on which op- 
tion is chosen by the commission to 
follow. These figues do not include 
the costs of pick up and transporta- 
tion by those hauling the garbage to 
the disposal site - wherever that 
might be. 

Pugh cautioned the commission- 


ers that a decision has to be made in 
the very near future on what will be 
done. 

“Your garbage has got to go 
somewhere and you can’t wait until 
October 8 to make that decision,” 
Pugh said. 

The deadline for the mandatory 
disposal of all solid waste in a Subti- 
tle D landfill is October 9, 1993. 

According to Pugh, the construc- 
tion of a Subtitle D landfill requires 
5 to 6 months. This leaves the com- 
mission with less than two months in 
which to make a decision, 

Officials from the cities of Elba, 
Enterprise and New Brockton were 
present to hear the report given by 
Pugh to the commission, 

When asked by Commission 
Chairman Robert Stephens for com- 
ments, Enterprise Mayor Johhny 
Henderson responded, “We're just
